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VVaebington, Ni'V. 30—Aroeri- 
ca’e Rainbow Division is in France 
along with other national Guard 
units. They represent a total of 
33 states. 

While the war department made 
no announcement upon receipt of 
dispatches telling of the guard 
units’ arrival, the army censor 
said it was permissible to refer to 
the Rainbow division, as that was 
obviously meant, inasmuch as 
General Pershings censor has 
passed the news. 

The units, gathered from all 
sections of the country, began col- 
leeiing at Camp Mills, Hempstead, 
L. I., this summer. Since then 
they have been trained and equip¬ 
ped fully for foreign service. 


Corn Bayers Must 
Take Out Licenses 


Montgomery, December 2.— 
Richard M. Hobble, federal food 
administrator of Alabama, an¬ 
nounced tonight that every pet- 
Bon in Alabama who buys corn, 
except for home or farm use, must 
take out a license from the food 
administrator. No matter in how 
small quantities a man buys corn 
to be sold, traded or exchanged, 
he must take out a license. 

This applies to landlords taking 
corn from tenants, to merchants, 
to any and all individuals who 
buy corn for the purpose of sell¬ 
ing it again, tracing it, exchang¬ 
ing it or “advancing” it. 

“This decision of the food ad¬ 
ministration,” said Mr. Hobbie is 
backed by federal law and the law 
will be enforced to the letter in 
every part of Alabama. The 
penalty for the violation of this 
law is two years in the penitenti 
ary or a fine of $10,000 or both.”

Farms and backyards must both 
do their bit, for the doubling of 
our poultry production next year 
is an indispensible item in t b e 
Nation's food production program 
a program which must be carried 
out if we are to win the war. 

The meat supplies available for 
European use are short. Meat, 
must be supplied if the war is won 
by the forces who fight for free¬ 
dom. The war will be won if we 
fail in food production but not 
won by us. We must understand 
what will happen if we do not 
provide the'enormous quantities o! 
foodstuff’s that the Allies can not 
produce for themselves 

Are we going to feed our Army- 
on chickens and eggs? Of course 
not. But by greatly increasing 
our production of chickens and 
eggs, and by eating those chickens 
and eggs ourselves, we will, natur¬ 
ally, oat that much less beef am 
pork. , In turn, that beef and pork 
con be sent to Europe. The 
United States Department of Agri¬ 
culture calls upon the country t( 
double poultry production next 
year. That can \be done if the 
farms will keep an average of 100 
hens instead of an average of 40 
hens, as at present, and if every 
family in town will’ keep enough 
hens in the backyard to produc 
all the eggs used by that famih , 
or two hens to each person. 


Sixty-three soldiera have died at 
Camp'Wheeler, Mneoii, Ga., dur¬ 
ing the past two weeks with pneu 
monia.

Washington, Nov. 29.—Surgeon 
General William C. Gorgas, report 
ing today on hie inveegation of the 
epidemic of measles and prevslsnco 
of pneumonia at Camp Wheeler, 
Macon, Ga , declared that the 
number of cases of measles was 
decreasing, but expressed the fear 
“That we may be beginning here 
an epidemic of septic pneumonia. 

When General Gorgas made his 
inspection of the camp this week 
there had been approximataly 3,- 
000 cases of measles among the 
22,000 Southerners at the camp 
and 300 cases of pneumonia, with 

c- 

xbdut 60 deaths from the latter, 
during the past month. 

General Gorgas reports that the 
tendency towards pneumonia un 
doubtedly was increased by the 
men being exposed to cold weather 
for a month in their Summer 
clothing. About two-thirds of the 
22,000 men now have been sup¬ 
plied with woolen blankets. 

Following are General Gorgas 
recommendations, which are al¬ 
ready being carried out: 

“I recommend that it be insisted 
upon that ail men in the c amp 
■' ive 60 feet of floor apace each, 
and to accomplish this that such 
additional^shelter be supplied as 
may be necessary; that no fresh 
men be brought into ih- camp un¬ 
til the epidemic has subsided; 
that an observation camp be es¬ 
tablished and that all new men be 
kept under“ob ervat i -n un’i! the 
main camp is free from infection.” 

Appended to the report is a 
statement by the War Department 
t!i the effect that 1,000 additional 
tents had already, been shipped to 
the camp and the nutnher of mer 
P'-r tent reducfd from n i - o 
lire. 
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Dallas, Texas, Nov. 28.—The 
drouth in half a dozen west Texas 
counties was relieved last night by 
the first rainfall of consequences 
since last May, according to re¬ 
ports here today. In many sec 
tione it was the first rainfall in 
sixteen months, 

Reports indicate that the pre¬ 
cipitation ranged from a quarter 
of an inch to an inch. 

The uothern and eastern section 
of the State also was visited by a 
substantial rain last night. 

As a result of the rain in west 
Texas, grazing for'cattle will be 
greatly improved, it is said, and 
planting of winter wheat made 
possible. 


Wilson Exempts Far¬ 
mer From Service 


Montgomery, Nov. 30.—Of all 
men in Alabama who appealed to 
President Wilson from the action 
of local and district boards in 
drafting them into the national 
army. Perry county can claim the 
only one who won out. The state 
military department has received 
notice that President Wilson has 
reversed the action of the middle 
Alabama board in selecting Wil 
liam Durall Dobbins of Perry 
county, and ordered him released. 

Dobbins owns and operates a 
large farm in Perry county, breeds 
fine dairy cattle and uses n i n ( 
horses in bis operations Presi¬ 
dent Wilson ruled that he was of 
greater value as an agriculturist 
than as a fighting man.

A petition has been filed by the under- 
signed railroads, with the Alabama Public 
Service Commission, proposing .a revision 
of Alabama freight rates, conforming to 
the principles followed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in its long and 
short haul order issued in compliance with 
Federal law. The Commission has set 
Jan. 16 th as the date on which the hear¬ 
ing is to ibe held. 


PURPOSES OF PETITION. 


TO FURNISH INFORMATION. 


The purposes of the proposed revision 
in Alabama are: - 


First: To make an adjustment of in¬ 
trastate rates that will conform to 
the long and short haul principles 
prescribed by the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission in connection 
with interstate rates, thereby re- 
/ moving numerous inconsistencies 
and unjust discriminations in favor 
of the larger cities or communities 
and against the smaller towns or 
communities. 


The effect of this proposed revision 
will be to produce both reductions and 
advances in the freight rates between 
points in Alabama on the several lines 
and will also remove many discrimina¬ 
tions between interstate rates and in¬ 
trastate rates which have been accen¬ 
tuated by the recent interstate revision 
made in conformity with the order of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission.

Second: To bring about a proper and 
consistent relationship in the intra¬

tending school, or he must present 
a written permit from the state 
Superintendent of Education. In 
order to secure such permit, the 
a^lplioant must submit to the 
Stafe Superintendent at least ten 
days before the examination, bis 
request bearing the approval of 
his county superintendent. 

2. Since the examiner is direct¬ 
ed to refuse admittance to any ap 
plicant whose identity is not clear¬ 
ly established, it is necessary for 
one who would write the examine 
tion where he is unknown to the 
examiner to arrange for his proper 
indentification before going to the 
examination room. 

3. Before entering the examina¬ 
tion for a life certificate an appli 
cant must make proof that he has 
held a first grade Alabama certifi¬ 
cate for at least five years, sixty 
.months, during which time he has 
taught a minium of forty scholas¬ 
tic months. 

4. In keeping with a resolution 
of the county boards of education 
of Alabama, a list of t b e appli 
cants rejected because of the use 
of unfair means in examination 
will be sent to each county board 
in the stale. 

6 . All applicants for the vali- 
chition of certificates from other 
states, and for issuance of oortifi- 
oates upon basis of graduation, 
should be made directly to Supt. 
Spright Dowell, President of the 
State Board of Examiners.

A careful sturdy of Texas far¬ 
mers shows a strong tendency to 
increase the cotton crop in 
1918. Everywhere farmers are 
talking about planting more cot¬ 
ton next year. They are destroying 
old stalks by grazing them more 
closely with cattle or plowing them 
under for the purpose of taking 
advantage of the boll weevil, 
which does not seem to have dont 
very much damage this year on 
Recount of the dry season. Ap¬ 
parently, the weevils are a thing 
of the past, bnt a few are still 
found on late cotton in damp, 
ficii places. 

The pink boll worm has, been 
found in several localities, one in¬ 
festation as far East as Beaumont, 
in southeast Texas. This pest is 
more destructive than boll weevils, 
but spread more slowly. T h e y 
are not expected to reduce the 
yield of cotton in Texas material¬ 
ly for two or three years yet 
Every effort is being made to ex¬ 
terminate them, and many people 
are hopeful that the pest w i 1 I b( 
completely stamped out. As a

While the Texas farmer is tear¬ 
ing his shirt to make more cotton 
the Alabama farmer will do well 
to continue his divereifleation 
(hog and hominy.) Texas is with¬ 
out sufficient feed and fond except 
in the Northern and Eiet-rn p r- 
rion. They wil' ne<d tbcio airds 
of car loads and have appealed to 
the Government for aid. Primari¬ 
ly, this condition was' brought 
■about by the great drought in the 
Southwest, but is .made more 
straingent by the extensive cotton

est agricultural product on the 
market. It serves best only as a

REEIOVE UNJUST DISCRIMINATIONS 

OF FREIGHT RATES AND UNDUE PREHER- 
ENCES ON CERTAIN IMPORTANT COMMODITIES 

Two of the principal constructive objects sought to be accomplished bj" the 
petition filed with the Alabama Public Service Commission by the undersigned 
railroads of Alabama at the hearing on Jan. 16, 1918, are: 

FIRST; To conform to the principles of rate making estab- 
Itehed by the Interstate Commerce Commission by removing unjust 
discriminations and undue preferences in favor of one locality as 
against another, and to eliminate inequalities which now require 
certain commodities to bear a just proportion of transportation 
cost while other commodities are permitted to bear less than a 
just proportion. 

SECOND: By reason of successive reductions, the whole body 
of Alabama Frelj^t Rates has become so low and so out of relation 
with Interstate Rates, as to not produce a reasonable return on 
the value of the property devoted to the public use; by such re¬ 
vision it is proposed to produce sufficient revenue to enable the 
railroads to meet the constant and tremendous increase in the cost 
of suppljing transportation. 

A similar condition exists in practically every state in the 
Southeast. To meet the situation the railroads have prepared and 
have presented to the Public Sendee Commissions in a majority of 
the Southeastern States, petitions which seek to remove and elimi¬ 
nate inequalities and unjust discriminations, and to comply with the 
mandates of the Supreme Court of the Uiiited States and of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

In the Shreveport case, the Supreme Court of the United States held: 

“The power to deal with the relations between two kinds of rates as a relatiim 
lies exclusively with Congress. It is manifest that the State cannot fix the relation 
of a carrier’s inter and intrastate charges without directly interfering with the 
former, unless it simply follows the standard set by the Federal Authorities.” 


^ UNJUST DISCRIMINATIONS 

There are approximately 25 of the 
larger trade centers in Alabama which 
enjoy freight rates that unjustly dis¬ 
criminate against other towns in the 
State. The existing rate adjustment 
has had the effect of largely centralizing 
business in these few cities, without 
promoting the growth and development 
of other and smaller cities and towns. 

The object of the revision is to give 
fair and competitive rates to these 
smaller cities’ and tov is and produce, 
equality in charges un er substantially 
similar conditions and circumstances. 

Many commodities enjoy unreason¬ 
ably low rates, and do not bear their 
proportionate share of transportation 
cost. These rates discr minate unjustly 
against other commodities which bear 
a reasonable transporfc’.tion cost. 

The object of the petition is to in¬ 
crease the unreasonably low rates so 
that each commodity will have equal 
opportunity in the matter of Freight 
Rates. 


MORE REVENUE REQUIRED 

The Railroads of Alabama are manu¬ 
facturers. Their sole commodity ii 
Transportation. Transportation is • 
fundamental business necessity, and the 
better the service rendered, the better 
is a State able to meet competition in 
commerce. Manufacturers of other 
commodities enjoy the privilege of in¬ 
creasing prices to meet increased coot 
of productio’i, while the railroads enjoy 
no such pri’/ilege, yet are required by 
law to obse ve schedules and fumisn 
service wit) out any pro'visiqn being 
made for increased expenses. 

It costs more now to produce trans¬ 
portation than ever before, while the 
rates are Iot er than ever before. 

The earnings per ton per mile on all 
freight traffic handled for the fiscal year 
ending June 30th, 1917, by some of the 
railroads in Alabama, was six mills or 
three-fifth of one penny. In other words 
the railroads handled five tons of freight 
one mile for the price of a 3 cents post¬ 
age stamp. 


COMPARISONS SHOWING CHANGED CONDITIONS 

The vehicles necessary to haul the five tons of freight were a locomotive which, costs today 
300 per cent more than in 1916, and a box car which costs today 90 per cent more than in 1915. 
If a mule and wagon which cost $300 hauled the same freight the same distance the cost of 
transportation would be about $3.00. 

The railroads paid 142 per cent more for labor in 1916 than in 1901. The amount paid for 
labor out of each dollar received by the Railroads in 1901 was .39 46-100'cents; the amount 
increased in 1916 to .46 34-100 cents. The increase since 1915 has been even greater. 

The railroads return to the people In wages and taxes alone more than half of their gross 
revenue. 

The same business laws apply to RRilroads a« to all other concerns, and with State and Fed¬ 
eral jurisdiction over them, their

A DECLARATION OF POLICY 

It is not and wOI not be the policy of the undersigned railroads 
to propose any system of rates which would unjustly discrim¬ 
inate agsunst the Alabama producer in favor of prodi|^rs located 
without the state. Should this policy appear to be violated by 
any technical construction of our petition we give assurance that 
we will not propose, nor will we attempt to'adopt, in actual 
practice, any rates at vsiriance with the same.

AN ORDINANCE. 

An ordinanee to be entitled “An Ordinance to prescribe, fix and levy a li¬ 
cense tax upon certain vocations and businesses in the Town of Columbiana, 
Alabama from Jan. Ist, 1918, to Jan. 1st, 1919, and to prescribe the punish¬ 
ment for doing business without first paying said license tax and procuring 
written license.” 

BE IT ORDAINED BT TOWN OOUNOIL OF THE TOWN OF COLU VI- 
BIANA, ALABAMA, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. That all persons, firms or corporations who shall engage in or 
carry on any of the trades, businesses or professions hereinafter specified, or 
who shall keep, carry on or be engaged in keeping or carrying on any of thi- 
establishments hereinafter specified, or do anything or any of the acts herein 
specified within the corporate limits of the Town of Columbiana, Ala., on or 
after the 1st day of Jabnary, 1918, and before the Ist day of .lauuary, 1919, 
shall first pay a license tax for the privilege of doing such business, carrying 
on said trade or profession, keeping o.’ carrying on such establishment, or 
doing such act or business within the urporate limits of said town, and pro¬ 
cure a written license therefor, euoh uusiness or businesses, profession or 


professions, and the license tax for each, respectively, are as follows:

ses. 

The new exemptions of $1,000 
and $2,000 will add tens of thous 
ands to the number of income tax 
payers in this district, inasmuch 
as practically every farmer, mer 
chant, tradesman, professional 
man and salary worker and a great 
many wage workers will be re¬ 
quired to make return and pay 
tax.

Cotton production this year is 
estimated by the government at 
10,949,000 bales, which is a very 
small crop. 

Teachers examination were held 
here Monday, Tuesday and Wed¬ 
nesday, and quite a number of 
teachers took the examination. 

The Germans are losing ground 
every day, and it won’t be many 
months we liope, before they will 
be wiped off the face of the earth. 

Several counties in North Ala¬ 
bama was covered with snoy^ last 
week, and in the northern states 
the snow covered the ground from 
8 to 12 inches. 

The Alabama Reporter published 
In Talladega, is now being publish¬ 
ed twice a week, Tuesday and Fri¬ 
day.

And now it is up 
to the consumers to raise what 
they consume at home next year 
or keep on making the speculators 
still richer.

There has been only one prison-1 
er in the Shelby County jail for 
the past two weeks, the smallest 
number in the history of the coun¬ 
ty. This goes to prove that crime 
in the county has greatly decreas¬ 
ed in the past year. 

The ice plants in New Orleans 
were forced to close down last 
week on account of the coal short¬ 
age. If the people in New Orleans 
were living in Alabama now they 
would not need any ice until next 
summer, as we have ice everywhere 
now.

It’s time to do away for all time 
with the patch-work farming that 
is a reproach, in so many sections, 
and replace it with broad, open, 
well ordered fields. When we see 
a fa'rm with fence rows overgrown 
with briers and bushes, wet hoi 
lows that grow nothing but a crop 
of weeds, plum thickets and brier 
patches that alternate with gulled 
and galled hillsides, we know at 
once we’ve found a slovenly, un¬ 
businesslike, unsuccessful farmer. 
Moreover, we suspect that hie 
mental workings are like his fields 
—slovenly, patchy, ill-ordered, 
"■’•h no system or method. Such 
a man on such a farm is setting an 
example that is bad for his chil¬ 
dren and hie community. Becom¬ 
ing accustomed to such things, 
they will become content with 
them. 

There is no better time than the 
fall arfd winter months for putting 
these things to rights. There’s 
many a wet hollow, worthless in 
its present shape, that a line of 
tile or a good open ditch will make 
one of the most productive pieces 
of land on the farm. Patches of 
bushes and briers, too, must go. 
They look bad, in the first place, 
and they occupy land that ought, 
to be at work. Let’s clean them 
up, beginning right away and 
sticking to the job until we a r e 
farming fields instead of patches 
—The Progressive Farmer.

Crop Demonstrated by the 
Department of Agricult¬ 
ure Near Montgomery 


Prospect Honor Roll 
For Month November 


After the looiie, boll weevil dis¬ 
aster and gen^r-il d^'pression ie 
1916, the depanment of Agricul¬ 
ture and Industiies thought it wise 
to conduct a small demonstration 
farm near Montgomery for the pur¬ 
pose of producing an object lesson 
in diversified farming and intensive 
cotton culture under boll weevil 
conditions. We could not use pub¬ 
lic funds for defraying the expen¬ 
ses, therefore, Mr. A. L. Kim¬ 
brough, assistant clerk, agreed to 
rent the land, furnish the horse, 
pay ail other expenses and superin¬ 
tend it before and after office hours 
for the profit or loss as the case 
might be. 

Twenty-one acres were secured 
and planted as follows: Bight 
acres to oats which were three- 
fourths destroyed by freeze. After 
the scattered oats were harvested, 
the same land was planted to corn 
and peas. Three acres were plant¬ 
ed to sweet potatoes, three acres 
to corn and cultivated on the in¬ 
tensive plan, and seven acres in 
cotton planted April the first with 
Cleveland and Uncle Sam varietiee. 
The boll weevils were hand picked 
before squares formed and the crop 
cultivated shallow once a week un¬ 
til August.

NOTICE 

From some cause Che rspi.>r( has 
gone out that there is no law in 
Shelby County by which those 
who are subject to road duty can 
be forced to work the road or pay 
road tax. This is a mistake, and 
In order that the public may un 
derstand just what the law is we 
eet out below some of the require¬ 
ments and penalties: 

First. Male persons who are 
not under 18 or over 4.5 years old 
are subject to road duty uhiess 
they get a certificate from the 
Medical Board of the county that 
they are unable to do manual 
labor. 

Second. They must work 6 
days on the road each year, but in¬ 
stead of working the road pay as 
follows; 

$6 00 before the 16th day of 
February, or if they pay after the 
15th day of February they shall 
pay $6 00 and a delinquent fee of 
FIFTY CENTS, but if they wait 
until after they are warned to 
work the fee will be SByjKNTT- 
FIVE CENTS. The law requires 
these fees to be paid and no officer 
can give these fees. In other 
words if one should pay the $6.00 
after the 16tb [day of February 
without paying the fee be is still 
subject to road duty. 

All persons paying the above 
amounts are not eubjeot to the 
extra three days for opening new 
roads. 

Those who work instead of pay¬ 
ing are eubjeot to work three daye 
extra if a new road is.to be opened 
within five miles of them. 

Aay po.s^:. c..:i bj i.qalred to 
work on any road within five 
miles of bis residence. 

The following is a sufficient 
warning to work the road: Two 
days notice, which may be either 
in writing or verbal. If the notice 
is in writing it is sufficient to 
leave same where the person re¬ 
sides or stays. 

All persons failing to perform 
hie duties in working the roads or 
paying the road tax as above set 
out are subject to a fine of not 
more than $100.00, and may also 
be imprisoned or sent to hard la¬ 
bor for the county for 30 days. 

All good public spirited oiti 
zens of the county are willing to 
work the roads or pay road tax in 
order to have good roads, but 
there are always some who have 
to be forced to perform any pub¬ 
lic duty, for the benefit of such 
we wish to say that during the 
year 1918 we mean to see that 
every one who fails to pay his

Shelby County is to be co'-grat- 
ulated on its progressive officials 
in securing Federal aid to the 
County High School. This means 
that this county will have an ag¬ 
ricultural department in its high 
school and a teacher well trained 
both by edueation and by expe- 
rienoe to instruot tbe boys and 
girls in agriculture. This will 
place the high school on an equal 
footing with the agri cultural 
schools of tbe State and nfford 
every boy of the county an oppor¬ 
tunity to secure eoientiflc training 
in this eubjeot. Such subjeots as 
are most suited to tbe neede of the 
people of this county will be 
taught and this teacher will be ex¬ 
pected to aid in working out plane 
for helping tbe farming class. In 
many counties, farmer’s organiza¬ 
tions for CO operative marketing 
have been formed and. in these 
counties, produce brings a better 
price. In Lauderdale cour;tv, for 
example, butter and eggs and 
country produce are marketed 
through this organization ani but¬ 
ter brings the market price in 
Birmingham instead of 26 and 30 
oents as formerly. We have a 
market for peanuts, here now at 
$1.60, while they are selling at 13^ 
cents per pound in Birmingham. 
Sorghum is selling here at SOcta 
and in Birmingham at 80 oents. 
Some help to tbe farmers along 
this line should come tbrougn this 
new department. 

The land is provided and the 
teachers salary is ready, but tbe 
teacher has not yet been found. 
All possible efforts are being made 
to secure a competent man for this 
place. If be can be gotten this 
week, the sobool will have net the 
requirements of the Federal Board 
and this department will be added 
in January. 

Tbe citizens of Columbiana and 
surrounding territory have sub¬ 
scribed tbe sum of $300 to fit out 
tbe farm.

That ail persons, firms or corporations who shall engage in or 
carry on any of the trades, businesses or professions hereinafter specified, or 
who shall keep, carry on or be engaged in keeping or carrying on any of the 
establishments hereinafter specified, or do anything or any of the acts herein 
specified within the corporate limits of rbc Town of Columbiana, Ala., on or 
after the Ist day of Jahuary, 1918, and before the 1st day of January, 1919, 
shall first pay a license tax for the prlvlUge of doing such business, carrying 
on said trade or profession, keeping or carrying on such establishment, or 
doing such act or business within the corporate limits of said town, and pro¬ 
cure a written license therefor, auch bn-iness or businesses, profesBlon or 
professions, and the license tax for each, respectively, are as follows:
